Our April meetings offer you a chance to 
travel to Palau, Micronesia to explore 
undersea caves, hidden saltwater lakes 
and the diverse marine life in the ‘Sea of 
Eden’. Our guide is award winning 
underwater photographer, Al Giddings, 
who has produced many films and most 
recently co-directed and photographed 
The Deep, based on the novel by Peter 
Benchley. 


Palau, a small and rather sleepy chain of 
islands in western Micronesia, has been 
making news recently as the proposed 
site for a controversial new port for 
supertankers. Our speaker will describe 
the ecological impact of such a project 
on Palau and his film will take us be- 
neath the ocean’s surface to meet the 
colorful creatures that dwell in the crystal 
blue waters. The meetings promise to be 
a rare treat for both scuba divers and 
landlubbers alike. 


Giddings’ work has appeared on all the 
major U.S. networks as well as in Canada, 
Japan and Europe. He is the owner and 
operator of the photodocumentation and 
Research Vessel EAGLE and has just 
returned from Hawaii where, together 
with Drs. Sylvia Earle and Roger Payne, 
he has been filming the singing hump- 
back whales.

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Mini-Jaws — There are several new resi- 
dents in tank #11 at the Steinhart 
Aquarium. These blacktip reef sharks 
made their home in the Phoenix Islands 
of the South Pacific before Dave Powell, 
Curator of the Aquarium, went collecting 
there recently. The graceful sharks are 
just pups now, but grow to a length of six 
feet at a rapid rate. Rarely seen in public 
aquariums, it is a perfect opportunity for 
marine biologists to study the behavior 
and feeding habits of these tropical 
specimens.

Sky Notes... If you happen to be away 
from the city lights on the evenings of 
April 20 to 24, direct your attention sky- 
ward to the northeast to see a Lyrid 
meteor shower. Commonly referred to as 
“shooting stars’, meteors are visible on 
any night of the year, weather permitting, 
but usually only six or seven may be 
seen. This Lyrid meteor shower is ex- 
pected to reach its peak early Friday 
morning, April 22, when an average of 

15 meteors per hour should be visible if 
the sky is clear and dark. No special in- 
struments are necessary.

Education and Travel Notes 


Spring is a busy time and the Academy is 
no exception. The following local activi- 
ties still have spaces available as of this 
writing. 


Foothill Botany: 

April 16-17 

This weekend charter bus trip will loop 
through the Sierra foothills to examine 
and identify the flora found there. Among 
our stops will be Calaveras Big Trees, 
Columbia State Park, Angels Camp, and 
the gold discovery site in Coloma. The 
leaders are Kenneth Bradshaw and 
Robert Orr. The $50 per person fee, 
(plus $7 for a single room) includes bus 
transportation, overnight in a motel and 
one box lunch. 


Canyonlands: 

May 16-21 

We'll meet in Zion and depart from the 
North Rim of the Grand Canyon to spend 
six days photographing and examining 
the geology there and in Bryce. By pro- 
viding your own food and transportation, 
the cost per person for this camping trip 
is just $20 each. 


East Carson River Rafting Trip: 

May 28-29 

This will probably be your only chance 

to run a local California river this spring. 
The runoff for the American and Stanis- 
laus Rivers will be kept behind their 
dams, but the Carson has no dams and 
we will run it at the peak time. Our two- 
day trip takes us from Markleeville, Cali- 
fornia to Gardnerville, Nevada. Led by 
Stan Williams, we’ll combine the delights 
of rafting with a survey of the natural his- 
tory of the area. Everyone will have a 
chance to paddle or learn to row a raft, 

if they wish. $82/person includes instruc- 
tion, rafting equipment, professional river 
guides who double as cooks, and meals 
from lunch on Saturday through lunch on 
Sunday. We will camp under the stars. 
Limited to 25, age 7 and up. 


Spring Wildflowering in the Sierra Nevada 
June 3-5 

We will spend two and a half days amid 
the wildflower displays of the Sierra sur- 
rounding Yosemite, staying overnight on 
Friday and Saturday at Curry Village in 
the Valley. Ken Cottrell of the Yosemite 
Institute will identify the local flora and 
fauna and discuss the Indian uses of 
plants and insect-plant ecology. $60 for 
adults and $50 for children under 12 in- 
cludes instruction, lodging and meals 
from Friday dinner through Sunday lunch. 


Snake River Rafting: 

June 26-July 1 

Spaces are filling fast for this exciting 
six day river trip! The Snake is an enor- 
mous river with thrilling rapids and warm 
water. We will travel through Hell’s Can- 
yon, the deepest gorge on the North 
American continent and through a wilder- 
ness populated by mountain goats, elk, 
eagles and bighorn sheep. The boatmen 
double as cooks and provide meals from 
lunch on the 26th through lunch on 

July 1. The $315 fee includes those 
meals, pre-trip motel and shuttle costs. 


Telescope Workshop 

May 17 - June 7 (Four Tuesdays) 

7-10 p.m. 

This popular short course is designed to 
acquaint the amateur astronomer with 
the different types of telescopes, how to 
use them, what to look for, astrophotog- 
raphy and more. One overnight star-party 
is included in the $25/individual or $35/ 
family (parents and children over 12) fee.
